It must be 
dispelled if atom power is to be 
turned, in the manner of sword 
to plowshare, from destructive 
weapon to benevolent use. Pri- 


modern chemistry. I can think 
of almost no industry or busi- 
hess or profession or labor skill 
in the country that is not a po- 
tential beneficiary. 

“To make the industria] atom 
really sprout and flourish with- 
in the next decade or so would 
create kinds of jobs and bus- 
-Nesses and ways of living now 
undreamed of. Here would be 
something concrete and under- 
standable for the whole world 
to take note of in that hot com- 
petition known as the cold war. 
What powerful propaganda am- 
munition this would be we can 
better understand by imagining 
what would happen in men’s 
minds everywhere if the Rus- 
sians should beat us at develop- 
ing this peaceful side of the 
atom. 

“There is no reason why they 
should beat us at it, though. 
This particular kind of pioneer- 
ing is just our dish.

He returned by way of Wash- 

ington and Twelfth boulevard. In 
the 600 block of Washington he 
met another sailor. This one 
was having a spirited argument 
with a taxicab driver about the 
most economical way to operate 
‘an automobile. 
, The sailor felt someone tap 
‘him on the shoulder and whirled 
|around to find himself facing 
none other than his Commander- 
in-Chief. 

“Where'd you get all those bat- 


tle stars, sailor?” the President 
asked. 

The flabbergasted sailor stam- 
mered out a few details of his 
war record, and the smiling Chief 
Executive shook hands with him 
before resuming his stroll. 

The sailor later was identified 
as Seaman William Hall, 25 years 
old, of Caledonia, Mo. 

“What a guy!” was his com- 
ment. 

President Looks Chipper. 

It was a 21-block walk, and 
some, of the reporters and pho- 
tographers were out of breath by 
the time the President, looking 
as chipper as ever, returned to 
his suite. 

When he came out 20 minutes 
later to depart for Delmar Sta- 
tion, the Chief Executive weaved 
at spectatcrs assembled near the 
Locust street entrance, As camera 
lights began to flash the Presi- 
dent took his seat in an autonio- 
bile and called out to the pho- 
tographers, “‘You don’t think 
we're going to take that walk 
over again, do you?” 

Mr. Truman rode with his sis- 
ter in a chartreuse convertible 
with the top up. The presiden- 
tial standard and an American 
flag fluttered on the front 
bumper. Police were stationed at 
intervals along the route out Lo- 
cust, Lindell boulevard and Des 
Peres avenue, and there were 
knots of waving onlookers, 

Four-Coach Train. 

At the railroad station the 
Chief Executive immediately 
boarded the four-coach train pro- 
vided by the Wabash Railroad. 
One car was equipped with an 
observation dome. 

The engineer opened the throt- 


o’clock, and the President waved 
from the rear car as the train 
pulled out. The other cars were 
occupied by press, radio and 
camera men and members of the 
President’s delegation. 

President Truman helped pilot 
the train for a few miles, sitting 
in the cab between Engineer 
Samuel R. Cannon and Fireman 
Charles-H. Cox of Moberly, Mo. 
As he left he quipped: ‘ Wonder 
if I could get one of these jobs.” 

Later heb oasted of this ex- 
perience to his breakfast com- 
panions, who included United 
States District Judge Roy Harper 
and Tom Van Sant (Fulton (Mo.), 
banker. 

“You noticed the difference 
when I had my hand on the 
throttle,” he grinned.

—President Truman warned today 
that the United States must con- 


tinue spending abroad to enable 
its foreign partners to resist “‘in- 
ternal subversion or external at- 
tack” by Russia, 

Abandonment of post-Marshall 
plan aid to Western Europe would 
be disastrous to peace, he said. 

In a world “full of dangers,” 
he declared, the United States 
must continue its contributions to 
free nations lest “the Commu- 
nists move in.” 

He made it clear in an address 
at graduation exercises of the 
University of Missouri that he is 
convinced “our vital national in- 
terest in a healthy world econ- 
omy” will not end when Marshall 
plan aid stops in 1952. 

Dangers Exist Always. 

“You hear a lot of talk these 
days to the effect that the world 
is full of dangers, and that our 
civilization is heading straight for 
disaster,” the President asserted. 
“Of course, the- world is full of 
dangers—the world has always 
been full of dangers, for people 
in every country and at every 
period of history.” 

But in spite of these dangers, 
he said, “our civilization need 
not wind up in disaster.” 

“It can go on to _ greater 
heights. Those who are fright- 
ened and dismayed do not have 
faith that men will use scientific 
advances for good ends. They 
see only the dangers in the 
world—not the opportunities.” 

The President’s speech was de- 
livered in a downpour that 
started shortly after the open air 
commencement exercises got un- 
der way in Memorial Stadium. 

20,000 in Crowd. 

At the conclusion of his speech, 
which was delivered from a can- 
vas-covered canopy on the play- 
ing field, the crowd of approxi- 
mately 20,000 persons began drift- 
ing away. Because of the down- 
pour, degrees were presented to 
the graduates in a group instead 
of individually while honorary de- 
grees were given to United States 
District Judge George H. Moore 
of the Eastern District of Mis- 
souri and to Hennings Prentiss, 
president of the Armstrong Cork

At this point, the ceremonies 
were adjourned to Jesse Hall, the 
university administration building, 
where President Truman and Dr. 
Henry Rusk, dean of the College 
of Agriculture at the University 
of Illinois, were given their de- 
grees. 

Gets Honorary Degree. 

Truman’s speech was part of 
a program in which he was 
awarded an honorary doctor of 
laws degree and a membership 
key in Phi Beta Kappa, the schol- 
arship society. 

It added up to an implied 
warning to Russia that the emo- 
tions stirred up in this country 
by foreign policy debates do not 
indicate weakness in a democ- 
racy. He explained: 

“The democratic process is not 
always easy. It involves us in 
great public debates. Emotions 
are aroused and feelings run 
high. 

“But when the shouting is 
ended and the decision is taken, 
the resulting choice rests on the 
solid foundation of the common 
wisdom of the people. 

‘Sign of Strength.’ 

“Dictators and tyrants, who 
thought our political debates in- 
dicated indecision and weakness, 
have found to their dismay that, 
instead, those debates are a 
source of wisdom and a sign of 
strength.” 

He cited American foreign aid 
to the democracies after the last 
war when it “became clear that 
one nation did not want to help 
world recovery.”

The Carpathia’s wire- 
less equipment, of short range, 
was closed to private and press 
messages, and the waiting world 
had only the fact of the sinking 
and an incomplete list of those 
lost before the Carpathia returned 
to New York.

One of his early assignments 
was to write articles dealing with 
various phases of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition. Twenty-nine 
years later, he went to Chicago 
to view the Century of Progress 
Exposition, and reported that the 
1933 World’s Fair was well worth 
journeying to see, but indicated 
that those who attended the St. 
Louis exposition of 1904 “got 
more for their money.” 

Reporter on a Bicycle. 

When Mr. Hurd began his 
newspaper career, reporters kept 
bicycles handy for dashing out 
to cover the news.

BILL DROPS CURBS THE SMITHSONIAN 


UN JAYWALKING 


Revised Measure Ap- 
proved by Traffic Com- 
mission — To Go to Al- 
dermen—Fines Cut. 


A revised version of the pro- 
posed pedestrian control ordi- 
nance, with the anti-jaywalking 
provision removed, was approved 
yesterday by the City Traffic 


Commission for introduction into 
the Board of Aldermen. A bill to 
provide for pedestrian control 
was introduced into the last ses- 
sion of the Board but failed to 
pass because of aldermanic ob- 
jection to the anti-jaywalking 
provision. 

As revised, the bill requires 
the pedestrians to give the right 
of way to motor vehicles when 
the vehicle has the direction of 
a traffic officer or an electric 
signal to proceed, and requires 
pedestrians to obey such signals. 

It removes a requirement that 
the pedestrian cross a street in 
the crosswalks, merely requiring 
that the pedestrian failing to 
cross the street in marked cross- 
walks give the right of way to 
motorists. Maximum fines for 
violation of the proposed ordi- 


nance have been reduced from | 


$500 to $10.

‘' Hopes Awards Will ‘Mean Something’ 
to Them in Future. 


HOLLYWOOD, June 9 (INS)— 
“Audie Murphy has disclosed that 
she has given away all but one of 
his 24 medals and decorations be- 

cause he is tired of being known 


‘ as America’s “most decorated” 
“goldier of World War 11. 

The 26-year-old actor said that 
his Congressional Medal of Honor, 
the nation’s highest award, went 


to his 8-year-old nephew, Weldon 
Burns of Farmersville, Tex. 

Another medal went to two- 
year-old Rusty Wood of Dallas, 
“because I was fond of the child.” 
Another went to a niece, Char- 
lene Burns, 3, also of Farmers- 
ville. 

The other medals and decora- 
tions went to various other neph- 
ews and “kids around the country 


whose names I can't even remem-| 

r.”” 

“I never liked to be called the 
‘most decorated’ soldier. There 
were sO many guys who should 
have gotten medals and never did. 
So many of them were killed too,” 
Murphy said. 

“I gave my medals to kids. 
There was nothing frivolous about 
it at all. I just wanted them to 
have them. I hope that they will 
mean something to them some- 
time.” 

The only medal that Murphy 
kept was the Serv- 
ice Cross. He is going to give that 
to 17-year-old Charlene Tipton of 
Irwin, Tenn., when she graduates 
from high school. ° 

Charlene is the daughter of 
Laddie Tipton, one of Murphy's 
buddies who was killed in what 
Murphy described as “the incident 
that won me the Distinguished 
Service Cross.” 

“Laddie should have received 
that medal, even posthumously.

WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP)— 
A Senate committee todfy asked 
the Justice Department to crack 
down on speculative trading in 


coffee. 
The request was made by the 


agriculture subcommittee, headed 
by Senator Gillette ‘Dem.), lowa, 
which has been investigating the 
sharp rise in coffee prices in re- 


cent months. 

The committee has received re- 
ports that a syndicate in Brazil 
reaped huge profits in coffee pur- 
chases some time ago. Among its 
recommendations today, the com- 
mittee said United States revenue 
laws should be amended so as to 
tax profits of foreign interests 
made on the commodity exchanges 
of this eountry. 

A short time after the recom- 
mendations were made public the 
tax-writing House Ways and 
Means Committee voted to slap 
a 30 per cent capital gains tax 
on the profits that aliens make 
from speculations or investments 
in American markets or property. 
Experts estimated the tax would 
yield about $3,000,000 a year. 

This action only in part would 
carry out the Senate group’s 
recommendations, as it applies to 
aliens and not to the 
terms of foreign interests. 

The group recommended that 
the Attorney General and his 


anti-trust attorneys take these ac- 


tions: 

1. Seek “injunctive relief” 
against futures contracts now 
used for speculative trading in 
coffee on the New York Coffee 
and Sugar Exchange unless these 
contracts are promptly revised. 

2. Bring a “civil suit under the 
anti-trust laws” unless’ coffee 
stocks held in this country by Co- 
lombian and other foreign coffee 
interests are immediately disposed 
of in channels of trade.

Free the Atom for Peace — 


Develop It 


? 


—urges David E. Lilienthal 


The former AEC Chairman sees a 
future made bright by atomic achieve- 
ment. And we don’t ‘have to sacrifice 


military security to accomplish it. 


HE curtain is going up on a great new industrial 
drama in this country. 


In the first of several articles to be written exclu- 
sively for Collier’s, David E. Lilienthal foresees an 
era of atomic development beyond anything yet 
imagined. 

But, new concepts, new methods are needed, 
declares Mr. Lilienthal, if we are to give American 
industrial genius the opportunity to do with atomic 
energy what it did—and is still doing—with elec- 
tronics, chemistry, aviation. 


Says the former chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, in today’s Collier's: 


Now, of all times, we need to demonstrate the 
vigor and adaptability of American business and 
industrial management. Yet we pick this time to 
dump our unique advantages overboard for 100 
per cent government ownership, 100 per cent 
government financing and increasingly central- 
ized and governmental direction of one of the 
most technical undertakings in our whole his- 
tory. The crowning irony of this is... that in the 
midst of a desperate competition with the 
Russian system, we have adopted a method that 
more nearly resembles the Russian system than 
it does our own. 


There are those who still see atomic energy as only 
a terrifying explosion that can kill more people in 
less time than any weapon yet developed. To them, 
Lilienthal says: 


This is as great an error as to think that the 
Chicago Fire is a typical example of the use of 
Aire, or that because electricity is used for electro- 
cutiéns, electricity and electrocution are synony- 
mous. To put the development of electricity in 
the hands of a United States Electrocution Com- 
mission is about as sensible as to force our 
Atomic Energy Commission to become merely 
an Atomic Munitions Trust; and this is what we 
are now rapidly heading for. 


What we need, says Lilienthal, is an end to the 
cloak-and-dagger air of mystery that surrounds the 
atomic monopoly. Without sacrifice of military 
security, let's see what our young Fords, Edisons, 


Ketterings can do with the atom. We musf, if we 

are not to miss out on one of the greatest opportuni- 

ties of modern times. 
To make the industrial atom really sprout and 
flourish within the next decade or so would cre- 
ate kinds of jobs and businesses and ways of 
living now undreamed of. Here would be some- 
thing conerete and understandable for the whole 
world to take note of in that hot competition 
known as the cold war. What powerful propa- 
ganda ammunition this would be we can better 


understand by imagining what would happen in 
men’s minds everywhere if the Russians should | 


beat us at developing the peaceful side of the 
atom, . 
This kind of industrial pioneering made America. 
what it is, and we’re not likely to lose our touch 
now. But, warns Lilienthal: 
It is of the deepest importance to us all that we 
face up to this inescapable fact; atomic knowl- 
edge in the hands of government will be inten- 
sively and successfully developed only for 
military purposes. 


What is the alternative? 


I propose that the basic provisions and funda- 
mental assumptions of the Atomic Energy Act 
and its administration be thoroughly re- 
examined by the country... 


I believe this re-examination will demonstrate 
that a thoroughgoing revision of the law is 
required. I urge that the revised law state flatly 
and without equivocation, as fundamental policy 
of this country, that development of the indus- 
trial atom shall be in accord with the American 
system. A series of steps should be provided to 
achieve that purpose, over the very shortest 
practical space of time.

— He Warns That to End Help in 1952 
-Would Be Disastrous. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., June 9. 


Following is the tezt of President Truman’s speech today 
at the University of Missouri: 


AM very glad to take part in these graduation exércises at the 


 vaiversity of Missouri. 


The young men and women graduating here today deserve 


congratulations, for they have proved that they are able to think 
for themselves, and to work hard day by day to reach a truly worth- 


while goal. 


These university graduates, and 
their fellows at other schools all 
across our country, should be con- 
gratulated for another reason, 
too. They should be congratu- 
lated because they are entering 
a world of greater opportunity 
than young people have ever had 
before. 

You hear a lot of talk these 
days to the effect that the world 
is full of dangers, and that our 
civilization is heading straight for 
disaster. Of course, the world is 
full of dangers—the world has al- 
ways been full of dangers, for 
people in every country and at 
every period of history. 

Opportunities Increasing. 

As men have gained more &ci- 
entific knowledge, the dangers 
which could come from the mis- 
use of that knowledge have grown 
greater. But by the same token 
the opportunities for human ad- 
vancement have also become 
g ater. 

Our _ scientific achievements 
cn be used for good, and need 
not be used for evil. Our civili- 
z on need not wind up in dis- 
a ier: it can go on to greater 
heights. Those who are frightened 
and dismayed do not have faith 
that men will use scientific ad- 
vances for good ends.. They see 
only the dangers in the world— 
not the opportunities. 

But those who understand a 
free society 
can use our knowledge for hu- 
man advancement. 

For the essential meaning of a 
free society is that free men, fac- 
ing the practical realities of any 
situation, can choose the course 
that will provide for their com- 
mon protection and advance their 
common welfare. 

Our history shows that men 
working together through the 
democratic process can find the 
right solution to new problems. 

The democratic process is 
not always easy. It involves us 
in great public debates, Emo- 
tions are aroused and feelings 
run high. 

But when the shouting is 
ended and the decision is taken, 
the resulting choice rests on 
the solid foundation of the 
common wisdom of the people. 
Dictators and _ tyrants, who 
thought our political debates 
indicated indecision and weak- 
ness, have found to their dis- 
may that, instead, those debates 
are a source of wisdom and a 
sign of strength. 

The ability of our democratic 
process to find proper solutions 
for difficult problems has been 
dramatically demonstrated 
again in the last five years in 
the field of foreign policy. 

When the war ended, in 1945, 


the American people found them- 


‘ves in a situation unique in 

ir experience. By the circum- 
‘:nees of history, we had be- 

je. the strongest single nation 
‘earth. N.ost of the other great 

ens of the world were pros- 
Our help and leadership 
re essential to assist them to 
r -over, and their recovery was 
vital to our own security and 
prosperity. 

One Nation Wouldn't Help. 

Furthermore, it soon became 
clear that one nation did not want 
to help world recovery. Instead, 
that nation wished to prolong and 
intensify the misery of others. so 
that it could gain domination 
over them. The plain intent of 
that nation was to overthrow the 
tradition of freedom which is 
shared by our country and many 
others. 

In this situation, the United 
States faced a clear choice, 
which was debated up and 
down our land. We could 
choose to abandon the rest of 
the free world and try to be- 
come strong enough all by our- 
selves to withstand Communist 
aggression. Or we could choose 
to work with other countries to 
build the combined strength 


La, 


Nations as the political basis for 
a world order among all nations. 

Our peace program includes 
military security measures— 
through our own efforts and 
through the combined efforts of 
the free nations. Those military 
security measures are defensive 
only, and we look forward to the 
day when international forces 
under the United Nations will 
keep the peace. 

Finally, our peace program in- 


will make it possible for people 
to be secure and to lead fuller 
lives. These measures are neceés- 
sary, at this time, to enable the 
free nations of the world to re- 


our economic measures, as far 
as possible, are designed so that 
any nation which sincerely wishes 
to work for human betterment 
can join in them. 

Economic Measures Taken. 

It is about these economic 
measures in our program for 
peace and freedom that I wish to 
speak particularly today. 

Since the war ended, we have 
embarked upon a new era of 
economic co-operation with 
friendly nations. As this work 
moves forward, we must appraise 
our progress from time to time 
and make new plans for the 


future. 
You will recall the great pur- 


have faith that we} 


pose that inspired our aid to 
Europe under the Marshall plan. 
We sought to help the countries 
of Europe restore their war-shat- 
tered economies so that their peo- 
ple could once again enjoy a de- 
cent standard of living—so that 
they could protect themselves 
from totalitarian threats to their 
security. In short, the purpose 
of the Marshall plan was to en- 
able the people of Europe to save 
their freedom and use their re- 
sources for peace. We have al- 
ways regretted that the Commu- 
nist leaders did not permit the 
peoples of eastern Europe to par- 
ticipate in this recovery effort. 


Results of ERP. 

The results of the European 
recovery program in the partici- 
pating countries have been re- 
markable. 

The nations of western Europe, 
with Marshall plan aid, are set- 
ting new records of production 
and approaching the restoration 
of prewar standards of living. 
Industrial production in western 
Europe has increased 30 per cent 
in the last two years. The diet 
of the people there has been re- 
stored almost to the prewar level. 
Furthermore, the countries of 
Western Europe have been able 
to get their national finances on 
a sounder basis, and to obtain 
sufficient goods so that they 
could lift most of their rationing 
and price controls. They have 
reduced trade barriers and have 
increased trade among themselves 
by 50 per cent in the last two 
years. 


As a result, there has been a 
great revival of faith in freedom 
and hope for the future among 
the western European countries. 
The numbers and the influence 
of Communists within their bor- 
ders have been steadily receding. 
In the last two years, the Com- 
munists have received progres- 
sively fewer votes in every elec- 
tion held in the Marshall plan 
countries.

This danger 
is the existence of a virtual mili- 
tary vacuum in Western Europe, 
cheek by jowl with rapidly grow- 
ing Soviet power. The most press- 
ing task is to fill this vacuum. 


The best way to understand the 
heaviness of American responsi- 
bility is simply to examine what 
must be done. in practical terms. 
Beginning at the beginning, 
something like 40 modern, power- 
ful divisions are called for to pro- 
vide a Western European ground 
defense. Hardly more than four 
or five combat-worthy divisions 
are available today. And the ex- 
pense of buying hardware for a 
new division (omitting the extras 
customary in America) is some- 
where between $160,000,000 and 
$225,000,000, depending on the 
type of division desired. 


Big Equipment Bill. 


Thus the bill for equipping 
ground forces will be from six 
billion dollars to eight billion dol- 
lars. Not even such vague esti- 
mates are available of the cost 
of the radar devices, fighter and 
other aircraft, anti-aircraft weap- 
ons includikg guided missiles, and 
all the other weapons that will 
be required to give Western 
Europe both a strong air defense 
and strong ait power to support 
the ground forces. But here again 
is another bill for at ‘least six 
billion dollars to eight billion dol- 
lars, if not for considerably more. 
In addition to these two main 
bills for hardware, there also will 
be substantial bills for anti-sub- 
marine equipment; for building 
bases and installations of all 
kinds, including additional for- 


‘ward bases for our strategic air 


power; and for recruiting, train- 
ing and maintaining additional 
manpower.

existing but non-essential forces. 
But even if the greatest economy 
is practiced, the defense expendi- 
ture of: the Western allies is 
going to have to be increased by 
$3,500,000,000 to five billion dol- 
lars a year for four years. Again, to 
spend more will be self defeating; 
to spend less will be suicidal. And 
these sums will do the job. 


Unfortunately, no such sums can 
be extracted from the economies 
of our allies, which are just re- 
covering from postwar prostra- 
tion.

The chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff said, however, in 
testimony before the Senate Appropriations Committee, that he 
feels the United States is on the way to attaining “the necessary 
forces to prevent a disastrous attack from crippling this nation” 


“I also believe that our forces 
in being and our mobilization 
base will be sufficient, together 
with the forces and potential .of 
friendly nations, to win a war if 
it comes,” Bradley said in testi- 


mony released by the committee. 

The nation’s No. 1 military 
man, testifying in support of a 
13-billion-dollar military budget 
for the year beginning next July 
1, said the aim is to build up 
forces which, in the event of an 
attack, “can strike a retaliatory 
blow that will be strong enough 
to slow down the aggressor while 
we mobilize.” 

“Beyond that point we must 


rely og the tremendous power of 
our industrial potential, our re- 


‘serve forces, our military educa- 


tional system—in fact, what we 
term our mobilization base—ulti- 
mately to win a war if it is thrust 
upon us,” he said. “That is a 
risk that we take.” 

Gen. Vandenberg Heard. 

Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air 
Force chief of staff, told the com- 
mittee that if war comes it might 
be begun by an intensive period 
of atomic attacks. 

“The determination as_ to 
whether this intercontinental air 
warfare will employ atomic weap- 
ons is no longer a matter for sole 
decision by this country,” he said. 
“It seems that it will soon be a 
Russian capability to launch an 
atomic attack in_ signiifcant 
strength.”

In the same series of hearings, 
Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson said that nothing in the 
military assistance program and 
the European recovery effort 
would permit Congress, in his 
judgment, to cut the proposed 
13-billion-dollar budget “by one 
nickel.” He told the Senators 
national defenses are farther 
ahead today than ever. before in 
peacetime. 

“We are tailoring our defense 
to fit today’s situation,” he said. 
“We are getting into condition, 
We are converting fat to muscle.” 

Johnson yeported the Air Force 
“is in the highest state of combat 
readiness since the war.” 

Under questioning by Senator

The Case for De-Control 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Spence bill is highly discrimina- 
tory and uniair to-the veteran who is 
still seeking housing within his ability 
to pay rent. If passed, the Spence bill 
would keep federal rent control machin- 
ery in effect and available for one 
‘raore year. And this, regardless of the 
fact that no adequate evidence has been 
shown for continuing rent controls. Even 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics figures 
show that in the decontrolled areas, 
rents have risen a median of only 10% 
per cent. 

In fact. Mayors of over 50 decon- 
trolled cities, Governors of decontrolled 
States and others from such areas have 
shown that near. normal conditions in 
the rental housing market have been 
restored with the release of federal 
controls. Greater employment has re- 
sulted with speeded-up retail sales of 
items used in housing maintenance and 
better landlord-tenant relationships. 


Furthermore, extension of rent con- 
trol is not necessary, because: 

1. Four million units of new housing 
have been erected since the war, both 
for rent and for sa‘e; all previous rec- 
ords have been broken. 

2. Lower-income families, partieular- 
ly those of returned veterans, have been 
frozen out of lower rental properties 
which they would normally occupy. dve 
to the attractive uneconomic contrelied 
rents enjoyed by present nonveteran oc- 
cupants. And in so*many cases, these 
present occupants: can afford higher 
rent, or to purchase homes, because of 
their highty increased incomes. 

3. Further extension of wartime con- 
trols, four years after cessation of hos- 
tilities, is unjustified either economical- 
ly or-morally, and discriminates against 
the small property owner in an other- 
wise control-free economy. 

4. Thousands of small property own- 
ers, owners of the bulk of the rental 
housing supply, are in dire need of fi- 
nancial relief from these restrictions. 

5. An estimated 2,000,000 controlled 
units have been taken off the rental 
market through forced sales due to in- 
adequate returns on investment. 


6. Maldistribution of housing space 
has resulted from too few people oc- 
cupying controlled large rental units; 
lifting of controls would tend to equal- 
ize the situation. 

The small property owner and the 
frozen-out veteran both have a stake 
in this matter and should write or wire 
their Congressmen to vote against the 
discriminatory Spence rent control bill 
when it is presented for floor action.

Former Capt: Harry S. Truman and his World 
War I buddies have come to St. Louis for the 
annual reunion of the heroic Thirty-fifth In- 
fantry Division, now augmented by its veterans 
of World War II. How much these gatherings 
can mean to an ex-soldier is suggested by the 
fact that the President has not missed a one of 
the 24 reunions of his cémrades in arms. 

‘In view of their great attachment for the divi- 
sién's meetings and its parades many of these 
visiting veterans doubtless are disappointed at 
the decision of Secretary of Defense Johnson to 
withhold regular armed service units from the 
display. Since this will cut the parade down by 
some 3000 marchers and attendant equipment, 
they probably feel that the least the Army, 
Navy and Air Force should do is to co-operate 
with President Truman's own outfit. 

Actually, however, Secretary Johnson deserves 
the praise of the Thirty-fifth’s veterans rather 
than their censure. It costs money to put regu- 
lar military units into any parade at any time. 
This money cannot be spent twice. If it goes 
into a march about the streets of St. Louis, it 
cannot contribute in some more positive way to 
the defense program. 

There is another serious objection and that is 
the loss of training time. Units from Scott Air 
Force Base cannot parade with veterans of 
World Wars I and II without taking time from 
training programs which are designed to help 
prevent a possible World War III. 

If the veterans feel like checking up on the 
Department of Defense and the Commander in 
Chief, there are plenty of matters into which 
to inquire. They may ask for reassurance that 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the National Security 
Council and the National Security Resources 
Board are co-operating to the fullest in the 
preparation of defense plans. As veterans they 
know that military plans, if they are to stand 
any chance of being adequate, must be long- 
range as well as short. 

It goes without saying that the atomic bomb 
greatly complicates military planning. Our 
plans now must be for the defense of the whole 
of the United States. They involve, of course, 
our far-flung commitments in Europe and Asia. 
This means the military planners have an in- 
finitely greater and harder task than to plan, 
say, the invasion of Normandy from a base in 
England. It is no belittlement of Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s Operation Overlord to say that it was 
child's play by comparison. 

But the harder the planning task today the 
harder Washington should be at work on it. 


The almost limitless number of inter-relation- 


ships between military requirements and civilian 
defense need to be counted out and fitted to- 
gether and plans made accordingly. If this is 
not done, an unexpected emergency—which 
heaven forbid!'—could catch the country in. a 
virtually criminal state of unreadiness. 

Adequate planning requires a greater measure 
of unification of the armed services than yet 
has been obtained. It is to the credit of Presi- 
dent Truman that he insisted on the merger of 
the branches and already substantial progress 
has been made. But there is a long way to go. 

Final responsibility rests on Mr. Truman as 
Commander in Chief and on Secretary of De- 
fense Johnson. It is up to them to see that the 
top commands of Army, the Navy and the Air 
Force do all which they must do together to 
protect the safety of the nation. Veterans and 
non-veterans alike have common ceuse to insist 
on nothing less. ‘ 


Carlos Hurd 


A newspaper is no better than its reporters, 
and how true this is newspaper readers no less 
than editors are well aware. For most of the 
long span from 1900 to 1950—from gathering 
news on a bicycle to collecting it by airplane— 
Carlos F. Hurd was as good a reporter as the 
Post-Dispatch could put on any story. He had 
his big scoops, including his famous description 


of the sinking of the Titanic, written aboard the . 


rescue ship, Carpathia. But his greater value 
was in the day-by-day reporting of the events in 
the life of the city which he loved. 

Whether the event of the moment was a down- 
town fire or a gala community occasion, an in- 
terview with a foreign celebrity or the visit of 
some President, Carlos Hurd could be counted 
on to get the facts, to get them quickly and to 
organize them into clear, concise and informa- 
tive news copy for the next edition. When the 
Post-Dispatch moved from Broadway to Twelfth 
and Olive, he already was a veteran with a dec- 
ade and a half of experience. Thus, he wrote 
so long and so well that he became an integral 
part of the history of the Post-Dispatch as well 
as a historian of St. Louis. As the fashioner of 
“bird lines”—those compact, humorous come 
ments of the daily Weather Bird on topical news 
—he put thousands of chuckles on the front 
page, many of them flashes of epigrammatic wit. 

Though news reporting is highly competitive, 
Carlos Hurd was always first and foremost a 
gentleman. His newspaper takes a great deal 
of satisfaction in its association with his work 
and with his character. 
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What Can We Do for Migrants? 


The crash of another unscheduled transport 
plane calls new attention to the shoddy busi- 
ness of carrying workers back and forth between 
Puerto Rico and the United States. Aside from 
an investigation of such immediate considera- 
tions as the overloading of planes and the 
neglect of safety measures, a study of the con- 
dition of these and other migratory workers in 
the United States is overdue. So it is to be 
hoped that the commission appointed the other 
day by President Truman—under the chairman- 
ship of Prof. Maurice T. Van Hecke of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina—will bring the full 
story to light. 

Since most of the Puerto Ricans are dumped 
into the Harlem slums, they may not be, tech- 
nically speaking, migratory workers. Still, their 
lot is hardly better than that of the Mexican 
“wetback.” These people are the successors to 
the “greenhorns” who came to New York in 
steerage half-a-century ago. And some of them 
are even worse exploited. Certainly migrants 
have been a problem at least since the Industrial 
Commission reported on them in 1901. 

Most of the migratory workers—and they are 
by no means all from beyond the limits of the 
United States—follow the crops. They gather 
fruit, pick cotton, harvest wheat and bring in 
onions. Without them, much of our produce 
would never reach our tables. Yet settled work- 
ers tend to resent them as undermining wage 
scales. And some of those who use them are 
inclined to give them poor accommodations, bad 
pay and short shrift as soon as the seasonal 
work is out of the way. 

The Americans among the migratory workers, 
as the New York Times points out, have given

up the political influence which they might ex- 
ercise in their own behalf by giving up the right 
to vote which goes only with a permanent resi- 
dence. So others will have to speak for them, 
especially since it seems that many of these 
workers are economically indispensable. 

How can they be provided with the decent 
livelihood which ought to be the reward of a 
How can they be protected against 
discrimination? How can they be guarded 
against exploitation? Where have these prob- 
lems been solved, and how? 
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Cool Toward Trygve Lie 

Washington was never enthusiastic about 
Trygve Lie’s peace mission. The gentle rain of 
cold water continued when Secretary of State 
Acheson commented on Mr. Lie’s appeal for 
support of his 10-point program. 

Mr. Lie deserves “our encouragement and 
support” in whatever steps he takes to reduce 
East-West tensions, said Mr. Acheson. But the 
secretary went on to suggest that until Soviet 
policies change there is probably not much use 
in reopening negotiation on outstanding issues. 

Since the resumption of negotiations is the 
heart of Mr. Lie’s program, this amounts to 
saying that the initiative for putting that pro- 
gram into effect must come from Russia. 

Mr. Lie has based his whole effort upon the 
plea that all parties join in such an initiative— 
which, of course, implies a common willingness 
to modify previously taken positions for the 
sake of a general accommodation. 

Secretary Acheson is wholly right when he 
says, “There is no magic that can remove sud- 
denly the tensions that now exist.” But Mr. Lie 
is not asking for magic. He is asking for a re- 
vival of practical negotiation of concrete issues, 

He is asking for periodic meetings of the 
Security Council to be attended by foreign min- 
isters or heads of state: for a resumption of 
discussions on atomic control, general disarma- 
ment, and the establishment of a U.N. security 
force; for the admission of all applicants to the 
U.N.; for the strengthening of its specialized 
agencies, technical aid to backward peoples, and 
its activities in behalf of human rights and the 
development of international law. 

Since Russia is a principa) obstructor to prog- 
ress in most of these fields, Moscow might well 
prove unwilling to enter meaningful negotia- 
tions. But American policy should be to let all 
the obstruction of negotiations come from the 
Soviet side. As General of the Army George 
C. Marshall said on Memorial day: 

So long as there remains a conference 
table around which the nations can gather, 


the United States should be the first to 
attend and the last to retire. 
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One-Man Filibuster 


Rent control legislation now before Congress 
is eminently fair. The bills would provide fed- 
eral controls only where they are needed, and 
they still are needed by 29,000,000 citizens.. So 
there is a reasonable chance that Congress will 
pass the measures before rent controls expire on 
June 30, if Senate leaders can break through 
Senator Cain’s one-man filibuster. 

Senator Cain, whom the realty lobby ought 
to nominate for man of the year, has much en- 
ergy and strong lungs, but there is a limit to 
such solitary action. Unless the Washington 
Republican gets long-winded help from Senator 
Bricker or other allies, the Senate probably 
will not attempt to work its cloture rule, which 
requires 64 votes to stop filibusters. 

Majority Leader Lucas has no choice but to 
force the issue. The House apparently will not 
act until the Senate does. And Senator Cain 
would have no compunctions against trying to 
delay a Senate decision now or later. Later 
would be too late, for Congress has 21 days 
to pass a rent control measure. 
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Long, Long Distance 

Bishop Richard C. Raines of Indianapolis, 
billed for a 70-cent long-distance call to a place 
listed as Heaven, is understandably doubtful 
that Heaven can be reached in just that way. 
Even the telephone company admitted it did 
not know where Heaven was, and postal guides 
are no guide at all.

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The Darkest Underworld 


In turning its attention to the dope racket the 
Kefauver committee takes up one of the phases 
of organized crime which may most closely af- 
fect anyone at all. It might have been anyone's 
son or daughter to whom dope was being ped- 
dled on Midwest high school and college cam- 
puses by a Chicago ring uncovered last year.

Everyone, therefore, will want to know, as the 
Kefauver committee wants to know, whether 
organized gambling and other rackets are run- 
ning the dope racket too. The Bureau of Nar- 
cotics says the answer is yes; 800 persons, it tes- 
tifies, operate a criminal network in the United 
States which deals in gambling, counterfeiting, 
white slavery, extortion, murder—and dope. 
Heroin, morphine, cocaine, marijuana pour mil- 
lions of dollars a year into the pockets of some 
of the most vicious criminals in America. Those 
same drugs warp the brains of criminals in the 
act of crime and aggravate their ruthlessness. 

A thoroughgoing job by the congressional 
investigators in this black pit of the underworld 
could save many, many lives from being snuffed 
out or made unfit to live.

Don't Forget Mental Health 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Shortage of medical personnel is acute in field of psychiatry; 
nation needs to triple number of psychiatrists; writer suggests gov- 
ernment aid, mobilization of training facilities and speedier instruc- 
tion; Veterans’ Administration has shown one road ‘to progress. 


Richard B. Gehman in Tomorrow 


Since the war, Americans have become 
more and more aware of the problem of 
our national mental health. Nevertheless, a 
shortage of psychiatrists and psychiatric 
personnel continues to exist, and the aver- 
age citizen may indeed wonder if the cur- 
rent efforts to alleviate it represent every- 
thing that can be done at this time. 


During the war, the nation’s manpower 
loss due to neuropsychiatric disorders was 
2,478,000; of the to- 
tal Army discharges 
for medical disabil- 
ity, 37 per cent were 
for neuropsychiatric 
reasons. In 1945,

cent of all beds in all hospitals, public and 
private, general and special, were for 
psychiatric use. 

The Federal Security Agency states that 
one in every 20 persons will require some 
kind of psychiatric care at some time dur- 
ing his life; the National Mental Health 
Foundation goes further and states that 
one in every 10 will need some psychiatric 
advice or consultation in his lifetime. 


Nation Not More Neurotic 


An official of the United States Public 
Health Service recently estimated that the 
country today needs about 15,000 psychia- 
trists, or about three times as many as 
the 5000-odd now in practice. The Ameri- 
can Medical Association has reported that 
there is one physician for every 716 peo- 
ple in the nation; the American Psychiatric 
Association says that there is one psychia- 
trist for every 31,778. 

The shortage has not arisen, as one 
might expect, because the entire nation 
is becoming more and more neurotic. 
While it certainly is true that life today 
presents more problems for the individ- 
ual, there are not statistical grounds for 
believing that there are more psycho- 
neurotics or psychotics than there were 
10 or 20 years ago. 

The reasons for the shortage are fairly 
obvious. Psychiatry is one of the young- 
est branches of medical science—and in- 
deed, some minds ‘even some in medical 
circles) do not consider it a science at all. 
Young sciences, like young people, are 
often misunderstood. 


Opposition to Psychiatry 


The opposition to psychiatry by laymen 
and some doctors may account in part for 
the disinclination of young medical stu- 
dents to choose the subject as a major. In 
1944, Dr. Karl A. Menninger wrote: 


“If all the medical students graduating 
from all the medical schools for the next 
three years were to elect psychiatry as 
their major interest, we would have only 
enough psychiatrists to meet the present 
needs by 1951. However. probably not 
one twentieth of these students will make 
this choice, and to this we must add the 
further bad news that there do not exist 
in the whole world training facilities and 
teachers for even this minimum of pros- 
pective psychiatrists.” 

One of the reasons for the shortage of 
teachers lies in the amount of training a 
person must undertake before becoming a 
psychiatrist. To uchieve this, a young man 
must spend three years in college, four 
years in medical school, one or two years 


in 
Even then, he is not ready: 
he must pass special rigorous examinations 


of the American Board of Psychiatry and 
Neurology. 


Some steps have been taken toward ex- 
panding present facilities, particularly 
since the end of the war. There has been 
progress of two kinds: the first, which is 
the most timely and possibly the most sig- 
nificant, has been made in the hospitals 
of the Veterans’ Administration; the sec- 
ond, more gradual, has been made in the 
schools of medicine. 

The contributions of the VA are to be 
seen, in microcosm at Winter Hospital in 
Topeka, Kan., which is at once a pilot- 
plant and an object lesson in what ean be 
done in psychiatric education. Topeka, of 
course, is already famous for the Menn- 
nihger Clinic and Foundation, and the hat- 
ter agreed to set up a VA program at 
Winter to train psychiatric residents. 


The VA’s Accomplishments 


By the time the Winter setup was in op- 
eration, it was ready to acconimodate 125, 
and the training staff was happily sorting 
through 650 applications from young doc- 
tors. At that time, this number was half 
the psychiatrists being trained in the en- 
tire VA program, and one-third of the 
number being trained in the country. 


Winter also offers a remarkable exam- 
ple of how a number of institutions of 
higher education can co-operate in a pro- 
gram for mutual benefit. In addition to 
the Menninger Foundation School of 
Psychiatry, the Uvsiversities of Kansas, 
Washington, Pittsburgh and Wisconsin, as 
well as Smith College, are participating 
in the training program. 


The educational accomplishments of the 
Veterans’ Administration ¥ date are im- 
portant for two reasons. First, there is 
the obvious governmental implication. The 
program in the VA, set up before the pas- 
sage of the National Mental Health Act, 
represented one of the first efforts of the 
Government to solve a problem not previ- 
ously considered within its purview. 


Training Takes Too Long 


The second point is that colleges and 
-universities, instead of remaining inde- 
pendent as they have in the past, can suc- 
cessfully pool their resources for mutual 
benefit. No college or university in the 
country today would be able to train psy- 
chiatric personnel as they are being trained 
in the four VA centers, for no institution 
can afford a concentration of so many 
training specialists. 

It takes too long to train a psychiatrist, 
under the present system. Although old- 
line medical men are resistant to change, 
they must be made conscious of the pain- 
fully slow pace of present instruction, and 
must be encouraged—or, if necessary, 
goaded—into speeding up the mechanism 
under which they are now working. 

The challenge is being met in some 
schools and hospitals. as we have seen. It 
can be met elsewhere; but, it can be met 
only if psychiatry is regarded by those 
who make policy as science, not as theory: 
as a basic branch of medicine, not as an 
adjunct or offshoot.

Between Book: Ends 


War and Idealism 


THE DILEMMA OF THE IDEALIST, by David BrynJones. 

(Macmillan, New York.) 

Can we afford to be idealists? This 
question is asked by Prof. Bryn-Jones with. 
regard to pacifism. Can we afford to 
dream of a golden age of international un- 
derstanding while the big powers are 
clearly getting ready for another round? 

The reader will be thankful to the au- 
thor for a well-organized analysis of the 
problem, although it can hardly be said 
that a satisfactory answer is given. 

Bryn-Jones’ solution is the inevitable 
compromise. Pointing to the fact that. 
many idealists who had fought hard for 
peace among men nevertheless took up. 
arms against the powers of oppression, 
the author blames the “imperfect princi- 
ple” for the failure of pacifism. 

The pacifist, he says, “will hate war. 
and yet, on occasion, be forced to the 
tragic corftelusion that the alternative to 
it is more hateful still.” 

However, he insists that the true idealist 
“will refuse to renounce his ideal even 
when it seems to be impossible to yield 
to it the full measure of devotion which 
it demands.” 

a * * 

Groping with the problem that war is 
futile, solves no problem and breeds more 
war, the author asks himself: Why do we 
not follow the teachings of the Gospels, 
although a literal adherence to their moral 
precepts may mean sudden death? | 

The uncompromising pacifist may argue 
that the results could not be worse than 
those which we have already experienced 
as a result of our refusal to Commit our- 
selves to Christian ideals. 

How can the ideal be realized? War 
stands convicted in the judgment of the 
world, the author says. It therefore “can 
never be anything henceforth except an 
anachronism in a world which professes a 
morality that commends itself to civilized 
man.” 

Our real program now is not to register 
the verdict but how to give effect to it. 
Bryn-Jones believes that the only honest 
answer is “that a renunciation of war will 
not at the present stage of man’s pragress 
achieve that end.”

The pacifist, the author says, is ‘the 
conscience of society,” but his ideals do 
not solve “all our moral problems nor 
dispose of our dilemmas.” 

In other words, the author believes that 
the world is progressing in stages. It has 
now reached the point where it is agreed 
that war is wrong. When we will reach 
the time when the people of the world will 
decide “that what is wrong must perish 
from the earth, no one can tell.” 

Meanwhile, the dream remains, the 
ideal continues to be a beacon on gqur 
way toward the future, and comprom 
must be the steering whee! on this voyage. 

Admittedly, this is a highly unsatisfac- 
tory answer. But it seems that no better 
solution has been devised as yet. This 
does not reflect glory upon man’s matur- 
ity.

An Amateur’s Philosophy 
OUTLINE OF A METAPHYSICS—THE ABSOLUTE. 

RELATIVE THEORY. by Franklin J. Matchette. (Philo- 

sophiceil Library, N.Y., 122 pqs., $3-75.) 

Franklin J. Matchette, New York hotel 
man who died in 1943, was an amateur 
philosopher. His aim, in this posthumous 
work, is to create a metaphysics in which

calls his viewpoint “philosophic meech- 
anism,” allows for both scientific laws and 
freedom of the will. Ba 

Matchette observes, as have both hitn- 
ble and exalted thinkers, that the physi- 
cal world is Relative-constantly changing 
and imperfect. By a kind of grammatical 
necessity, he argues that there must be an 
Absolute—a world which is constant and 
perfect. He bridges these two domains 
with a concept he calls “the zero-atom 
unit.” This unit is hypothetical but the 
author speculates it might be a particle 
of nuclear energy. The zero-atom unit, 
it is claimed, is what the universe is madé 
of—the world of ideas as well as the 
physical world. There is a constant striv- 
ing, Matchette says, toward the Absolute, 
which he defines only in scholastic-like 
generalizations.

A crowd estimated at 300,000, 
among theme thousands of Holy 
Year pilgrims from many coun- 
tries, thronged the vast piazza 
before the church. 

Bells rang, and hymns rose 
from thousands of throats as the 
Pope, borne on a special carrier, 
emerged from the central door of 
the Basilica. Slowly the proces- 
sion wound out of the Basilica 
and under the colonnades that 
ring the piazza. 

Pope Pius XI, predecessor of 
the present pontiff, led the last 
Corpus Christi celebration at St. 
Peter’s during the 1933 extraor- 
dinary Holy Year jubilee.

If we were to take away our as- 
sistance now, they would still be 
unable to pay for all the things 
they need to buy from us and 
from other countries. The result 
would be a sudden drop in living 
standards, weakened defenses, and 
a greater opportunity for the 
Commurists to move in. 

“We Must Keep On.” , 

That must not happen — 
_would be disastrous for the Euro- 
peans and for us too. Instead 
we must keep on working to build 
the sound economic conditions 
‘without which there can be no 
security or progress for free men. 

Our work for this purpose 
will bé largely carried on for 
two more years under the Mar- 
shall plan. But our vital na- 
tional interest in a healthy 
world economy will not end in 
1952. It will be just as neces- 


sary then as it is today to have . 


a secure economic foundation 
for world peace. This secure 
foundation requires not only a 
successful recovery from the 
devastation of war. It requires 
the kind of dynamic progress 
which proves that the way of 
freedom can satisfy the eco- 
nomic needs of man. 

The economic

Hollywood Looks af Hungary . 

HE makers of “GUILTY OF TREASON” at the SHADY 
TT oan theater had a great deal to go on. The strugsle be- 

tween two ideologies, Christianity and Communism, the 
mystery, suspense and heroism surrounding the trial of Cardinal 

Mindszenty, the atmosphere of liberated-into- 
slavery Hungary. Instead, they chose to make 
their version of one of the big news stories 
of the year a shallow, trite recital of boy 
meets girl, boy loses girl, girl turns heroic 
and hammy, and democracy marches on. The 
speeches might have come out of the OWI 
file on The American Way and the big 
torture scenes might have been cut from early films on the 
French Revolution. 

As His Eminence, Charles Bickford looks properly like 
a kindly, rugged man of the people in the first scene, but 
goes on looking the same, despite drugs, hypnotism and 
mortal struggle. Bonita Granville is a Hollywood heroine with 
hair in curl and pancake in place as she gasps with her 
dying breath, “Long live Hungary.” Richard Derr is too wooden 
a puppet even for a Communist and Paul Kelly, an otherwise 
capable actor, cast as the inquisitive American newspaper 
man, acts like a disinterested bystander. 

The Cardinal's moving story is kept subservient to the 
goo used to stick the plot together, and, ironically, in an 
effort to keep the film unbiased, his Catholicism is completely 
underplayed. This non-Catholic reviewer would have liked 
to have seen much more Catholic ceremony and spiritual 
flavor rather than the non-sectarian setting in which the 
Cardinal was given pious platitudes to mouth. Bing Crosby has 
done a lot more for the Church with a song or two than this 
“sincere” effort. 


Don't Send My Girl to Prison 
“CAGED” at the FOX Theater is another movie with good 
intentions which are spoiled by stock characters and stagey 
lines. It endeavors to show how an innocent girl who makes 
one mistake (accompanying her husband on a robbery) and is 
sent to prison ends up a hardened criminal as 
a result of the system. It is too bad that the 
scenes give an impression of overdrawn ex- 
aggeration since they are probably close to 
being true in their expose of prison politics, 
. Sadistic matrons and organized gangs draw- 
ing from within prison walls. Eleanor Parker 
is the heroine who goes from innocence to 
sophistication, resists all the blandishments and advice of old- 
timers on the futility of an honest life, only to change her 
mind after a visitation from some mink-clad volunteer work- 
ers. This is a somber thought do-gooders might ponder. 
There are some successful sides to “Caged.” An impres- 
sion of drab, gray anonymity and monotony, the frustrations 
of a reformer superintendent (Agnes Moorehead), and a vapid, 
blonde prisoner who prefaces each statement with the over- 
worked, “I got news for you.” Most sensible sample: “I got 
news for you—men are important.” 
Second at the Fox is “THIS SIDE OF THE LAW, " a 
mystery drama. 


Law of the Jungle 
The perfect crime shows imperfections again in “THE 


ASPHALT JUNGLE” at LOEW’S STATE Theater, in which a’ 


-_ shrewd jewel thief and a suave lawyer collaborate on a 

million-dollar robbery. Unfortunately, the legal mind goes to 
work in an attempt to doublecross his part- 
ners in crime, in order to provide more 
security for his gilt-edged girl friend, with 
results that are highly moral, not to mention 
fatal, for a large part ef the cast. 

Louis Calhern as the lawyer is a fine 
hunk of man of distinction, and Sam Jaffe 
makes a character out,of the criminal. Of 

interest in the gallery of thieves are Anthony Caruso as a 
safecracking craftsman, James Whitmore as a hunchback, Marc 
Lawrence as a weak-kneed bookie, and Sterling Hayden a 
minor thug whose heart is in the bluegrass of Kentucky. As 
long as the film sticks to cops and robbers routine, it is excit- 
ing, but in an effort to follow each characterization, the end 
trails off weakly. One minor note of annoyance: Sterling 
Hayden's 5 o'clock shadow stays the same length throughout 
the film, never a beard, never clean. Must whack 'em off with 
axes, them Kentucky boys. Secondary at Loew's State is a 
comedy, “PLEASE BELIEVE ME.” 


Life With Pater 

“THE FACTS OF LOVE” at the WORLD Theater is not 
what its gaudy title might indicate, but instead, a quiet bit 
of spoofing at English suburban life. A British-made film, it 
has all the drawbacks of its kind—foggy photography, accents 

that take a bit of adjusting, and a leisurely 
pace. It also has its good points—people who 
look and act like people instead of lacquered 
mannequins, and dialogue that is a joy to 
the ear. 
The plot, of no consequence at all, con- 
cerns a middle-aged English couple who plan 
a grand cruise for the family. Daughter begs 
off because she's become engaged, son because he’s fallen in 
love, and mother and father decide they'd be more comfortable 
at a seaside resort. A comedy of errors and misunderstanding 
results with the parents trying to fool their travel-wise friends, 
the daughter quarreling with her snobbish beau, and the son 
being disillusioned by his married love. 

Gordon Harker and Betty Balfour are excellent as the 
parents, and the film is at its best when kidding English 
tradition and pride. Disposing of Athens, for instance, with, 
“Nothing there but old buildings. And you can’t get a good 
cup of tea—all the food's foreign.” And again, when mother 
asks father if he wouldn't prefer his seaside vacation to be 
shared by someone “younger and fresher,” he recoils with 
horror, “What, with a stranger?”

OST of the doors in a house 
M are under-equipped. Some- 

one gives ’em two hinges and 
a latch of some sort and lets it go 
at that. Well, two hinges and a 
latch will make a piece of wood 
into a door but that’s about all.

WE SAW ALSO a church which 
has recently been renovated after 
being closed for a year and a half. 
This is now the cathedral. The 
carvings on the altar and the 
pulpit and around the organ are 
of the somewhat baroque period 
but extremely interesting and 
beautiful. The modern ceiling, 
the modern glass, and the great 
bronze doors are very fine. There

Playing ‘Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


66 (NANT something be done 
Ct. simplify Canasta laws?” 
Many readers have ex- 
pressed that thought. They are 
confused not just by a multiplici- 
ty of laws but by apparent con- 
flicts. 

Standard laws have been agreed 
upon by most American authori- 
ties. They are separately pub- 
lished, but they are also included 
or digested in all recent editions 
of Canasta books. The confusion 
comes partly from books that 
were printed early in 1949; even 
more it comes from local varia- 
tions that, without benefit of “‘of- 
ficial” legality, have nevertheless 
become popular. By ‘1951 such 
“rules” will either be adopted of- 
ficially or be interceded arid die 
of official disapproval. 

One of the most widespread of 
such “table rules” affects your 
discard if you hold this hand: 


There is a fair-sized unfrozen 
pack. Both sides have melded. 
Your opponents’ melds include 
sevens, jacks and a canasta of 


eights. You have just drawn the | 
eight and must select a discard. | 


Some games play a table rule 
that you may not take the pack to 
add the upcard to a closed canas- 
ta. Under such a rule, your eight 
would be a safe discard. 

But under the official laws 
there is no such prohibition. A 
“closed” canasta is closed only 
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because it is no longer spread in 
a fan on the table; it is not closed 
to additional cards, and a card 
that matches it enables a player 
to take the pack as long as it isn’t 
frozen. Unless you are prepared 
to give the opponents the pack 
then and there, you would have 
to freeze it by discarding your 
deuce. Then, on. subsequent 
turns, you could discard the cards 
that match their melds: to take 
such a card they woukd need a 
natural pair. 


Question: When do you draw 
for replacement of red threes, be- 
fore the dealer turns the upcard? 
after the dealer turns the upoard? 
at vour first turn to play? 

Answer: It does not much mat- 
ter so long as yqur game does it 
the same way each time. For pur- 
poses of uniformity, and to avoid 
confusion or dispute as to who 
has the right to the top card of °* 
the stock, it is customary for the 
red threes to be replaced at each 
players’ first regular turn.

ESS than a week before the 
[ abdication of King Edward 

VIII, Baltimore-born § Mrs. 
Wallis Simpson was determined 
to leave the man she loved to 
keep him from renouncing the 
throne of Great Britain. 

But the embattled young mon- 
arch told her: 

“You can go wherever you want 
—to China, Labrador or the 
South Seas. But wherever you 
go, I will €ollow you.” 

The ex-King, now the Duke of 
Windsor, writing in the fourth 
and final chapter of “A King’s 
Story” in the current issue of Life 
Magazine, gives a vivid inside ac- 
count of these and other heated 
scenes that led to his abdication 
on Dec. 10, 1936, his furtive night- 
time exit from Britain two days 
later and, finally, his wedding in 
exile the following June. 

The last 10 turbulent days, the 
Duke relates, began with Mrs: 
Simpson’s secret flight from Eng- 
land. Booked as “Mr. and Mrs. 
Harris,” she and an aide of the 
King, Lord Brownlow, left aboard 
a Channel steamer. Mrs. Simp- 
son fully expected never to see 
the King again. 

Talking “as from another plan- 
et” over a telephone connection 
that made her pleading almost 
unintelligible, the present Duch- 
ess implored Edward from her 
French sojourn “under no cir- 
cumstances” to give up the 
throne. 

“Although several days would 
pass before I finally grasped what 
was in her mind, the truth is that 
in the desperate hope of staying 
my abdication, she had decided, 
alone, to leave me,” her husband 
discloses. 

Later in the day after that con- 
versation, the sovereign’s friends 
gathered at his residence for din- 
ner. The principal guest, Winston 
Churchill, was disturbed that the 
Government, headed by the late 
Stanley Baldwin, should force a 
constitutional issue by giving the 
King only two choices: leaving 
the throne or leaving his beloved. 

Churchill argued that since 
Mrs. Simpson’s divorce was not 
to become final until the follow- 
ing April, the issue was not ur- 
gent and a decision should be 
delayed. “Half whimsically,” the 
Duke recalls, “he suggested that 
I retire to Windsor Castle and 
close the gates, leaving it to Mr. 
Baldwin to figure out the next 
move.” 

Meanwhile, there were signs 
that many of what the Duke calls 


“the ordinary people” rallied to 
Edward’s support. One manifes- 
tation of their feeling was the 
formation of the _ short-lived 
“King’s Party” which Edward 
says he refused to support for 
fear of touching off a civil war. 
“It is for this reason,” he 
writes, “that I reject the notion 
put forward by some that, faced 
with a choice between love and 
duty, I chose love. I certainly 
married because I chose the path 
of love, but I abdicated because 
I chose the path of duty. I did 
not value the Crown so lightly 
that I gave it hastily away. I 
valued it so deeply that I sur- 
rendered it rather than risk any 
impairment of its prestige.” 


On Saturday morning, .Dec. 5, 
the King summoned a friend and 
asked him to inform Prime Min- 
ister Baldwin of his intention to 
abdicate. He was reminded that 
he would not only become a pri- 
vate citizen in a foreign country 
but that he would also face a 
lengthy separation from Mrs. 
Simpson because he would want 
to avoid meeting her until her 
divorcee became final. The friend 
suggested that a bill be intro- 
duced in Parliament declaring 
the divorce absolute without de- 
lay. 
toed that idea. 

x * * 
HORTLY after the Govern- 
ment thus affirmed its hostil- 
ity to the King, Stanley Bald- 
win arrived at Edward's residence 
for a final conference. The Prime 
Minister’s secretary carried. a 
suitcase. Long irked by Bald- 
win’s lack of sympathy for the 
romantic conflict that shook an 
empire, the young King decided 

to put his foot down. 

“That suitcase was just too 
much,” he writes. “Mr. Baldwin, 
I suspected, was already at work 
on the speech in which he would 
describe his negotiations with me 
and perhaps he figured that his 
story would sound much better 
if he“were able to tell the coun- 
try that he had spent a last night 
with the King in a humble and 
sincere effort to talk him out of 
the project. 

“But @ had already had quite 
enough of Mr. Baldwin; his part 
in my life was over, and I did 
not propose to have him on my

hands that night, snapping his 
fingers, storing up homely 
touches for his report to Parlia- 
ment.” 

Through an intermediary, the 
Prime Minister was given to 
understand that he was persons 
non grata as an overnight guest. 

“Tell him anything,” the King 
instructed the go-between, “but 
see that he leaves before I go to 
bed.” 

Meanwhile, a plot was being 
hatched. It was born in the 
mind of Max Beaverbrook, the 
powerful publisher who had stood 
loyally by the King in previous 
efforts to keep the British press 
from sensationalizing the royal 
romance. Now that Mrs. Simp- 
son was out of the country he 
decided to try keeping the King 
on the throne by prevailing on 
her to give up Edward.

IS “conspiracy,” though well 
meant, almost resulted in Ed- 
ward losing both the throne 
and the woman of his choice, the 


Duke relates. 
Beaverbrook decided to enlist 


the aid of Lord Brownlow, the 
friend who had accompanied Mrs. 
Simpson on her flight to the 
Continent. Wallis, unselfishly 
ready to step out of the picture 
anyway, didn’t need much per- 
suading. Following her arrival 
at Cannes, she released an am- 
biguous public statement an- 
nouncing her desire to “withdraw 
from the situation.” 

“It never occurred to me that 
she was actually asking to be 
released from the claims of her | 
love,” her husband reveals. “Yet | 
that is what she meant. And 
others read into her statement 
that same meaning.” When the 
statement was received at No. 10 
Downing street, Baldwin imme- 
diately dispatched an emissary 
to Cannes to clarify definitely 
what Mrs. Simpson meant. 

The emissary learned on his 
arrival at the Riviera that Mrs. 
Simpson’s desire to keep Edward 
on the throne seemed even more 
intense than that of the cabinet. 


In the emissary’s presence she | 
telephoned the King. 
“Anything would be better | 


than abdication,” the Duke 


quotes her as saying. 

After vainly vowing that he 
would follow her wherever she 
might go, the King turned to a 


companion and asked: “What can 
I say to make myself clear?” His 
friend took a scrap of paper off 
the desk and wrote: “The only 
conditions on which I can stay 


here are if I renounce you for all 
time.” Both the King and his | 
aide read the statement over the | 
long distance telephone. 

“The void between us disap- | 
peared.” the Duke relates. “The 
truth, of course, is that she tried | 
throughout to make me turn back, 
and she would have sueceeded | 
had I not loved her so desper- | 
ately and therefore been so deter- | 


mined.” 
N titude of papers, the only | 
royal act then left for the 
King to perform was the com- 
position of a farewell message, 
the radio talk whose poignance 
has since made it a historic docu- 
ment. 

The Duke relates that its com- 
position was the hardest writing 
task he ever undertook. He likens 
it to the framing of a message to | 
be consigned to a bottle and. 
thrown into the ocean. 


The Duke denies the legend | 
that the famous address was ac- | 
tually written by Churchill. The 
wartime Prime Minister only 
“supplied the final brush strokes.” 
The occasion was a luncheon at 
which the King wanted to bid his 
stanch friend adieu. Afterward 
Churchill was shown the manu- 
script of the talk and supplied a 
few ringing phrases typical of his 
rhetoric. 

As he saw Churchill off, Ed- 
ward writes, the redoubtable 
statesman stood at the door, hat | 
in one hand, cane in the other. | 
Something stirred in his mind | 
and, tapping out the solemn. 
measure with his walking stick, 
he began to recite as if to him- 
self two lines from Andrew Mar- 
vell’s ode on the beheading of | 
King Charles I: 

“He nothing common did 
or mean

who was to succeed him on the 
throne, came in that evening 
for a final talk. Words never 
came easy to “Bertie” and they 
did not come easy then. The con- 
versation dealt mostly with the 
title the ex-King should assume. 
“Bertie” suggested “Duke of 
Windsor,” and the King agreed. 


After a family dinner later the 
same night, Edward drove - to 
Windsor Castle and there deliv- 
ered over the air the memorable 
talk in which he told his subjects 
that he had found it impossible 
to carry the heavy burdens of 
kingly duties “without the help 
and support of the woman I love.” 


The royal family listened to the 
broadcast and as Edward rejoined 
them he felt that much of the 
tension that existed between them 
had cleared away. It was getting 
late, and as he left Royal Lodge 
his brothers accompanied him to 
the door as if Edward had just 
been off on another provincial so- 
journ., 

Only this time it was he who 
bowed to “Bertie,” and as he did 
so their brother George shook his 
head and cried: “It isn’t possible! 
It isn’t happening!” 


And so, at 2 o'clock on the 
morning of Dec. 12, 1936, H.M.S. 
Fury stole silently and without 
escort out of the harbor of Ports- 
mouth with the ex-King aboard. 


“If it had proved my fate to 
sacrifice my cherished British 
heritage,” he reflects in retro- 
spect, “along with all the years in 
its service, I today draw comfort

South had something of a prob- 
lem on the second round of bid- 
ding, and although his two-no- 
trump bid was probably the best 
solution, it is interesting to ob- 
serve that if he had rebid his 
diamonds, the result probably 
would have been more favorable 
to his side. 

North then would undoubtedly 
have mentioned no-trump and be- 
come declarer, and with East 
opening a heart, North would have 
no trouble. 

As it was, West was on lead and 
naturally chose to open his fourth- 
highest spade. South, without giv- 
ing the matter any great amount 
of thought, ducked in dummy with 
the obvious hope of winning the 
trick with the queen—but matters 
did not work out just that way! 
East put up the spade king, and 
on the sound suspicion that South 
had the spade queen, shifted to 
the queen of clubs. 

This shift spelled the doom of 
the contract, although South did 
not yet know it! He held up the 
club ace twice, but it was finally 
driven out, and when he then 
tried for the diamond finesse, 
West won and cashed another club 
trick to defeat the contract. 

Declarer was extremely ill-ad- 
vised when he ducked the first 
trick in dummy! The _ whole 
“point” of this hand was to estab- 
lish the diamonds as quickly as 
possible, and if the diamond 
finesse lost, it would lose to West. 
That defender could not, after 
winning with the diamond king, 
make any attack that would em- 
barrass declarer, who would still 
have the Q-10 of spades, and thus 
South could be assured of at least 
five diamond tricks, three hearts 
and the t two black aces.
